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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawing Objection 



1 . Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
where the input signals "TESTCONTROL", "NORMCONTROL" come from, considering 
missing description in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(o), because 
the outputs of the elements "AND1" do not include the suitable descriptive legends, 
which should contain as few words as possible. 

4. The drawing is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(1 ). 

The reference characters [not a legend placed inside the blocks in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .84(o)] have to be appeared in the drawings Figs. 1-5 (preferably in the numerical 
manner). 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4), because 
the same reference character must never be used to designate different parts, i.e.: 
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blocks U K3" and "K4" (there are different implementation /output connections/), etc., 
presented in Fig. 1. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification Objection 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) Examiner supposes the missing parts of the description on page 21 , lines 1 7, 22. 
No new matters have to be added. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because is not descriptive disclosing 
a single mean "comparison units". 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
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thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

a. Claim 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
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make and/or use the invention. For example, one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected is not able to make and/or use 
the invention, because disclosure does not provide any description regarding 
signals "TEST", "TESTCONTROL", "NORMCONTROL", input of "F", "FALTADR", 
and "TESTADR" implementation in the memory device, which applicant claims as 
invention. 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 7, 10, 15, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "... wherein the addresses of memory cells There is 
insufficient antecedent basis in claim 2 for this limitation in the claim. 
Claim 7 recites the limitation "... wherein the test addresses ...". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis in claim 2 for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "... wherein the reference addresses There is 
insufficient antecedent basis in claim 1 for this limitation in the claim. 
Claim 15 recites the limitation "... wherein such a number ...". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis in claim 12 for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
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§2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: "... according to claim 
1...". 



10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated byjcopend^ng_ 
.patent application 09/711,864 (now US Patent 6,314,031). 

The applied reference has a common memory device, including comparison unit 
bank, comprising comparators "K1-K4", gates "AND1", logic (not shown), fuse "F, 
selection device "AE", etc. with the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective 
U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 
1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an 
appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 .
